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TEN YEARS OF CONSTRUCTIVE. BREEDING 
A True Breeder Builds, But He Also Maintains His Structure 


N 1911 the Jean Du Luth Farm herd 
| consisted largely of pure bred and 

- grade Red Polls and Shorthorn- 
Guernsey grades with a few pure breds as the nucleus for a 
foundation herd. In taking stock of what we had to work 
with the writer found there were at least five cows which he 
considered capable of making from four hundred to four 
hundred and fifty pounds of butter fat in a year, and as a 
matter of fact a record having been kept of every animal 
in both herds, the average of the five in question was 360 
pounds of butter fat for the year 1911. Then there were a 
few young females coming 
on. The first photograph 
(No. 1) shows the original 
five foundation cows. Ruda 
Trianon 22421 made in 1911, 
378 pounds of butter fat, 
Starlight’s Fern 21567 made 
315 pounds, Dally Trianon 
22422 made 357 pounds, 
Imp. Honeymoon II. of the 
Fountain 23567 made 328 
pounds, and Contrast 21964 
made 312 pounds. Dally 
Trianon 22422 had in the 
herd a half sister, Dalena 
Trianon 22598, that made 
270 pounds of Futter fat, 
but as she was a younger 
cow she was not given as 
much consideration as were the five original foundation cows 
from which we started to build, but later she made over 450 
pounds of butter fat under farm conditions. Dalena Trianon 
22598, like her sister was a large cow. She was light fawn in 


color, splendid in type and had a wonderfully well formed 
udder. But to return to 


the five individuals,— 
Ruda Trianon 22421 
lacked in constitution. 
She was small and del- 
icate and while she was 
naturally a great pro- 
ducer she did not have 
the ability to eat enough 
to maintain her high 
production and as evi- 
dence of this her official 
record made was not 
more than two thirds as 
much as a private re- 
cord made when she was 
allowed to drink skim 
milk. This herd record 
was about 600 pounds 
of butter fat. She was 
tested by the University 
f Minnesota and all the

GuERNSEY CatrLe to feed a cow 
skim milk when on official test and there- 
fore there was no attempt made to record 
this record. Her first calves were bulls and she left the herd 
without giving us any female progeny. Imp, Honeymoon II, 
of the Fountain 23567, by Imp. Masher’s Sequel 11462, also 
lacked in constitution. There was evidence of this i in her 


low back and a dropping away back of the shoulders. She 
wasted away in the prime of her life, even though she passed 
the test and a post-mortem examination revealed no lesions 
of tuberculosis. 


Her first daughter went, with the same’ 
symptoms at about three years 
old, or before she finished 

her Tiree record. Her second 
daughter, Honey Bunch of. 
Jean Di Luth 45608 and her 
granddaughter, Honoria, died 
from the same cause before’ 
they were a year old, and thus’ 
this whole family passed out 
of our herd. Starlight’s Fern: 
21567 gave us several bulls 
and two heifers. The oldest 
daughter was by a bull with 
no breeding and she did not 
amount to anything. The 
second daughter,  Fenella 
42020, was a splendid pro- 
ducer. Starlight’ s Fern 21567 
had the size and color which. 

we considered standard and later on in this article we will 

show that our first intentions were to make her the foundation 
of our herd by using her best son. But while she was a great 
producer, she did not have the udder formation we wished 
to build in the herd. Dally Trianon 22421 was a splendid. 
cow anda high tester:

face and for this reason

nity in our herd which’ 
they might otherwise 
have had.

ment as practically a failure in the herd. We stood behind 
her many times, looked her over carefully and ofttimes 
made the remark that we believed her to be a producer. 
There was abundant evidence of constitution and that was 
the chief asset which she had and we surely needed it 
because abortion was rampant in the herd during its early 
development. She was a cow with a very deep body, and as 
she afterwards developed, as shown by this photograph (No. 
10) had a fairly good udder and was well veined, but she had 
failed to be a producer and she was decidedly off in color 
being solid red. Her own color was not the only fault about 
her, she was bred that way. W. D. Hoard in his letter under 
the date of June 24, 1907, said: ‘“‘The 
color runs through both mother and 
grandmother.” Before we were through 
with her she made 541 pounds of butter 
fat on semi-oflicial test. 

We have dwelt at length on the 
characters of these foundation cows to 
show how we have built largely on 
what seemed to be the least promising 
foundation in the herd. We transformed 
the color from a dark solid red to a light 
fawn with plenty of white. We wish 
you to follow this cow, Contrast 21964, 
and her progeny down to the present 


After gaining some information as to 
our foundation of pure breds we set 
about to dispose of the Shorthorn- 
Guernsey grades and the grade Guernseys. These we weeded 
out until but nine of the best high grades remained and their 
average in 1911 was 291 pounds of butter fat. We then made 
several importations, small at first and larger during later 
years. We have photographs of them all. 

In the building of the herd we have paid more than $300 
for but one female, and that was for Coquette of Haddon 
24333. From the first purchase of imported animals the 
progeny of Imp. Brickfield Pride 31972, Imp. Lizette IV. 
of the Spurs 28366, and Imp. Lady Tesla II]. 28365 remain 
in the herd. The latter two were by Imp. Lord Mar 14359. 

The next group of imported animals were all daughters of 
Governor of the 
Chene 1297 P. S., 
and the progeny of 
Imp. Minnie II. of the 
Villiaze 43661 remains 
in the herd. To all 
appearances she was 
very promising 
but she represented 
the lot, though poorer 
than some. For 
commercial purposes 
We imported in 1916, 
forty-three head. We 
kept one tiny heifer 
as a foundation ani- 
mal because of her 
breeding and the fact 
that we believed she 
would develop a beau- 
tiful udder. Her 
photograph (No. 15) 
shows our judgment 
was correct as_ she 
developed a wonder- 
fully fine udder.

ed forty females and kept only one because of her Golden 
Noble breeding and the fact that she had a fine udder. She 
was the best in the lot according to ourjudgment. The rest 
of the animals we sold. Thus through importation and the 


increase from the original foundation“our female stock was 
built up. 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE HERD 


With the purchase of just good females it is evident, if we 
wished to make improvement we would have to do it through 
the introduction of good sires. With this in mind the writer 
went East to select as good bulls as we felt our finances would 
permit. We selected the two year old 
bull May King of Linda Vista 17946 
(No. 2) and the tiny calf May Rose 
Starlight 24803. While employed at 
the Agricultural College the writer 
had followed the different families of 
Guernseys and was thoroughly im- 
pressed with the superiority of the 
descendants of Imp. May Rose King 
8336, and we were fortunate in finding 
a double grandson of this bull in May 
King of Linda Vista 17946. He was out 
of Queen of the Roses 24999, an ex- 
cellent daughter of the old sire. She 
had not at that time proven herself 
the greatest producing daughter of 
this famous bull, as she had a record 
of about 600 pounds. Later she made 
a record of 852 pounds of butter fat. May King of Linda 
Vista 17946 had in his pedigree the blood lines we had 
confidence in and he was closely line bred, which led us to 
believe he would indelibly stamp his characters upon the 
herd. Though rather small he was a splendid individual 
and there was every evidence of wonderful constitution. 
Constitution and production were some of the principal 
things we wished to incorporate in the herd. He also had 
back of him cows with splendidly formed udders, such as 
Imp. La Belle France 14454, and May Rose 2d 3251 P. S. 
to which cow he traced three times and carried over 28 per 
cent. of her blood. May King of Linda Vista 17946 was not 
altogether our ideal in 
that he was small, but 
as type and production 
were needed on our 
large cows that lacked 
uniformity we conclud- 
ed this was about as 
good as we could do 
with the money we had 
to expend. May King 
of Linda Vista 17946 
cost us $1000. 

On a previous trip 
to the East while at the 
Agricultural College, 
we had seen the splen- 
did 1300 pound cow, 
Bonny Deanie 17086 
and was_ thoroughly 
impressed with her a- 
bility, size, and color, 
but we did not fancy 
her low back. How-

The sire of this calf, Yeoman’s King of the 
May 17053, was also a good bull out of 
Florham Daisy 18115, a full sister to Imp.

Rose blood. The calf in question was May 


Rose-Starlight 24803. 
These bulls were mated 
to all of our cowsand when- 
ever we could pick up a 
heifer we thought would 
nick well with them we 
bought her also. It was 
in this way we brought 
home from a neighboring 
herd the dam of Jean Du 
Luth Coronet 52816, Cora- 
letta of Trianon 29702 
(No.5), paying $125 for her. 
She was a cow with very 
plain breeding indeed, as 
the dam of her sire was 
known by the writer to be a 
failure in the dairy. Cora- 
letta of Trianon 29703 had 
a few things which appealed 
to us. She had size, color, 
and a splendidly formed 
udder but she was high on 
her legs, rather ungainly 
looking and there was 
evidence of lack of con- 
stitution. Her sister, Star 
of Trianon 28687, was not 
so leggy, but both had well 
formed udders. Though 
well cared for, they, as 
well as Miss Lillie 12470, 
the grandmother of Coral- 
etta of Trianon 29702, 
went to pieces with rheu- 
matism. We owned all of 
these cows. It was evident

superior in type and udder conformation 
to that of her dam and he not only imparted 
these characteristics to his daughters but 
transmitted them to the granddaughters 
through his sons and daughters.

The dam of 
Williams’ May Rose of 
Jean Du Luth 56836 was 
bred to five different sires 
including Ne Plus Ultra 
15265, but she produced 
the best type to the service 
of May King of Linda 
Vista 17946. We have 
a photo of all her progeny 
and call attention to the 
fact that when mated to 
him she produced Williams’ 
May Rose of Jean Du Luth 
56836 and Julia’s May Rose 
of Jean Du Luth 66572, 
full sisters, both prize win- 
ners and as much alike as 
two peas in a pod. Wil- 
_liams’ May Rose of Jean 
Du Luth 56836 was seven- 
teen times first and sixteen 
times a champion. 

Let us again turn to the 
old cow Contrast 21964 
and the development of the 
Starlight family in our herd. 
She was first bred to Star- 
light’s Excelsior 7992, a 
bull of ideal color whose 
dam was light fawn with a 

lot of white but this 
bull did notcomplete- 
lyovercomethestrong 
color markings of the 
oldcow.

CuLtinc Process 


It is rather hard to bring out these 
points step by step because we were 
continually selecting animals which 
most nearly met our ideals and dis- 
continued the use of those which did 
not meet our expectations. 
Again lack of constitution 
eliminated many undesir- 
ables and contagious abor- 
tion was present in our herd 
ten years agoso that thisalso 
eliminated those with lack 
of constitution. We have 
bred constitution into our 
herd so we are not through 
with abortion. We are 
having no trouble in that 
line and our cows are breed- 
ing regularly. Again the 
culling process took the 
form of disposing of cows 
not good in type and right 
here we might exhibit the 
photograph of a cow (No. 
25) sold for a little more 
than grade prices because 
she was not as good as her 
dam. This illustrates the 
fact that a show bull is not 
always a good sire. At the

time of the purchase of this bull and after 
taking him off the show circuit we were 
quite severely criticised for not using him on 
the herd. We did mate him with two cows 
and got two heifers. Both were inferior and 
the photograph shows the general typeof the 
two. It is not necessary to mention the 
name of the cow. The evidence is very 
strong that if we had used this bull we 
would have ruined our herd. 

Under Mendel’s Law we were certain to 
get a percentage of cows from May King of 
Linda Vista 17946 that were under size, and 
Gree’s May Rose of Jean Du Luth 66570 
and Mosrose of Jean Du Luth 67342 were 
two of those disposed of for this reason. 
Even though small, Gree’s May Rose of 
Jean Du Luth 66570 was a good cow making 
a record of 561 pounds of butter fat in class 
B, and selling at auction for $840. We do 
not remember weighing her but Mosrose of 
Jean Du Luth 67342 tipped the scales at 
1100 when she was sold showing that while 
too small to be retained in our herd she 
was not as small in fact as she appeared 
by comparison with our other cows. 


One of 12 Trophies won by Jean DuLuth Guernseys 
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Then again we have been working with the Coley family, 
which were‘good producers and invariably had splendidly 
formed udders but for twelve generations in the female line 
it was impossible to break this dominant off color and not 
until the bull May Rose Moonlight 62054, especially bred 
for fixing light color, were we able to make any impression 
on the Coley color. This family was therefore discontinued 
and we kept only one descendant and that the calf Moon- 
light’s Cameo of Jean Du Luth. We also had the Rouge 
family which bred true in dominant color shades as long as 
we owned them unless broken by close line breeding to a 
bull prepotent in light color. 


BuILDING CHIEFLY THROUGH FAMILIES 


Through the use of the show bull, Imp. Rosehampton 
Governor 2d 29893 it was evident that the daughters were not 
as good as their dams and this was true also in type with some 
of the first daughters of May Rose-Starlight 24803. This 
bull through his sire had good individuals back of him but 
through Bonny Deanie 17086 there was a tendency towards 
low backs. He bred just as you might expect he would ac- 
cording to Medel’s Law. Some were good in type and others 
were low backed but all gave evidence of excellent production 
and all had splendidly formed udders. Roselight of Jean 
Du Luth 64384 (No. 12) and Rose Mary of Jean Du Luth 
72731 (No. 20) are illustrations of his best type daughters 
and May Rose Pride 60661 and May Rose Dally 60660 (No. 
21) of those with poor backs. We selected and bred from 
those individuals that were good in type and either discarded 
or mated the poor individuals with bulls that threw straight 
backs, thus correcting the type. All were uniformly good in 
production, had splendid udders and were light in color as 
well. After the first few calves by May Rose-Starlight 24803 
were born, these being the poorest he sired, we sold him to go 
out on the Coast into a herd where size and production were 
the only considerations. 


The “nick” of May King of Linda Vista 17946 on Coraletta 
of Trianon 29702 and Dalena Trianon 22598 was so good 
that it did not require much improvement and it was chiefly 
a matter of line breeding to perpetuate this type. Having 
constantly in mind our ideals of size, uniformity. production, 
and color, our herd was gradually brought within the standard 
of our ideals and we find that thirty Advanced Register 
records show an average of 612 pounds of butter fat as against 
a herd average of 360 pounds of butter fat for the best five 
foundation animals in 1911. We will keep nothing in our 
herd that will not make an equivalent of 600 pounds of butter 
fatat maturity. Through the selection of good representative 
cows, mated to good bulls we have developed herd sires for 
our own use and we show some of the results of their breeding. 
Let us take for example Starlight’s Excelsior of Jean Du Luth 
30157 (No. 4) by May King of Linda Vista 17946 (No. 2) 
out of Starlight’s Fern 21567 (No. 1). He wasbredto increase 
the size of May King of Linda Vista 17946 and lighten the 
color of this sire and these results were accomplished and 
passed on as shown by Le Roy Starlight of Jean Du Luth 
43729 and Coronado of Jean Du Luth 54759. As we previous- 
ly stated, his dam’s udder was not ideal as shown by her 
photograph, and we discontinued his use although he was 
a splendid bull. Marathon Rose King 37037 also sired light 
color, size, and production. At the time we sold May King 
of Linda Vista 17946 we turned around before the buyers 
were off the farm and purchased over the telephone his 
grandson, Golden Noble of the Lakes 37091 (No.3) to use 
om the daughters of May King of Linda Vista 17946, because 
We were pleased with his progeny. We were confident that 
this would prove a very desirable nick and we now have the 
evidence that our judgment was not at fault in this. 


Fixinc THe Type Turoucu Line BREEDING 


We exhibit the photographs of Golden Coronet of Jean 
Du Luth 52186 (No. 7) that recently made a record of 729 
pounds of butter fat in class FF, the second highest in the 
world as an example of this line breeding, and others such as 
Jean Du Luth Coronet 2d 90316 (No. 9) and Golden Corona- 
tion King 71683 (No. 8). By line breeding the family rep- 
resented by these animals, giving practically thirty-seven 
and one-half per cent. the blood of May King of Linda Vista 
17946, we were able to fix the type we were striving for and 
an inspection of our herd will show we now have uniformity 
of size, type, color, and production. Every animal in the 
herd with the exception of four carries the blood of May King 
of Linda Vista 17946. Having brought the herd to some- 
where near the standard we wish to maintain, with con- 
structive ideals in mind, the desirable characters may be

our bulls and expect to continue to use May Rose Moonlight 
62054 and Golden Coronation King 71683 which bulls will be 
very large. May Rose Searchlight 33074 will also be used 
to some extent on certain cows which our experience has 
shown he will nick well with. We show several bulls of our 
breeding and their progeny as proof of uniform type and light 
color. 


IN CONCLUSION 


In conclusion, we wish to impress upon the mind of our 
readers the fact that it is not necessary to discard certain 
plain animals from the breeding herd simply because they 
do not meet our ideals. Very few farmers or dairymen have 
the cash to purchase exactly what they want even though 
they are sure of the results in the progeny. The thing to do 
is to have in mind what is desired and breed for it. The 
constructive breeder who deserves the greatest credit is not 
necessarily the man who because of an abundance of capital 
is able to buy foundation animals bred for results and which 
when placed in his hands will give success. Such a one is a 
reproducer of live stock. The constructive breeder is a man 
who takes what he has to work with and builds something 
better than either the sire or dam and then fixes his ideal 
type by inbreeding so they will breed true,—that others 
may take the individuals he has produced and get uniformly 
good results from them. It is not to be expected the average 
farmer will attempt to improve his animals in all the characters 
which have been mentioned in this article but he can improve 
common animals in the line of production with those that 
have been constructively bred for him, and that is of chief 
consideration from a practical every day standpoint.

Four Breeders Exhibit 


r [ NHE sixteenth annual Live Stock Show at Denver is 
now history, and the Guernsey men of the Rocky 
Mountain region have taken another step forward. 

The Guernsey exhibit was more uniform in quality than in 

previous years and the attendance at their banquet was 

larger than ever before, and more interest was shown. 


The great difficulty at this Show, as in the case of many 
other western fairs, was that many people were there to buy 
Guernseys, and the exhibitors had very few animals for sale. 


Thirty-three animals were shown by H. D. Parker, Greeley; 
E. J. and Clark Bender, Berthoud; The Colorado Agricultural 
College, Fort Collins; and H. A. Olmsted, Louviers, all of 
Colorado. Professor H. H. Kildee, Ames, Iowa, was the 
official judge and did very satisfactory work in placing the 
ribbons. The breeders felt that they were very fortunate 
to have a man of his ability to pass on their animals. 

The showing of bulls was rather light. Lily’s College 
Prince 35275, owned by H. D. Parker, Greeley, was again 
made senior and grand champion of the show. May’s, 
King of Washakie 70175, owned by H. A. Olmsted, Louviers, 
Colorado, was awarded the junior championship. While 
there was some very good animals in the classes of younger 
females, the strongest competition seemed to be in the aged 
cow class. Mr. Parker showed a cow, Glenwood’s Beauty 
of Fox Valley 44746, which he had recently purchased, aad 
had she been in better condition she would have given the 
first prize cow much closer competition. Moss Raider’s 
June 77608, by Imp. Moss Raider 22155, and out of Imp. 
Daisy II. of Clairmont 39661, owned by E. J. and Clark 
Bender, was finally given first prize, and later this cow was 
made senior and grand champion. 

The third annual banquet of the Guernsey breeders of the 
Rocky Mountain states was held at the Savoy Hotel, on the 
evening of January 18.

Chief of Animal Industry, Colorado Agricultural College; 
Professor H. H. Kildee, Ames, Iowa; H. D. Parker, Greeley, 
Colorado; J. C. Nelson, Denver, Colorado, representing the 
Windsor Farm Dairies of Denver, who supply about 75 per 
cent. of the milk in that city; E. L. Westover, Western Rep- 
resentative of THe AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE C.us, 
Mr. Parker gave a very interesting account of his recent 
trip to Europe, describing the dairy conditions in Scotland, 
Switzerland, and Italy.

WORLD'S DAIRY CONGRESS 


The meeting of the World’s Dairy Congress in the United 
States, which was originally scheduled for this year, has 
been postponed until 1923°in order to give more time for 
the preliminary arrangements. This was found necessary 
both because the plans have grown far out of their original 
bounds and also because foreign governments, which will 
be invited by President Harding to send delegates, will 
require additional time in which to act. Business conditions 
will probably be steadier in 1923, also, and this will increase 
the possibilities of a successful conference. 

The joint resolution providing for the delay was intro- 
duced into Congress by Senator George W. Norris, of Ne- 


braska, and Representative Edward E. Browne, of Wiscon- 
sin. The present plan is to hold the World’s Dairy Congress 
in October, 1923, just in advance of the National Dairy 
Show and in the same city. This arrangement will enable 
visitors to hear the world’s leading authorities on all subjects 
pertaining to dairying and, without much additional in- 
convenience, see the exposition of the latest develonments 
of cattle, products and equipment. 

What city will be chosen for the Congress and the Show 
has not yet been decided upon, but it will have to be one 
possessing the itargest facilities. So far, Chicago, Indianapo- 
lis, and Philadelphia have been mentioned and others will 
probably be proposed later.

A RAY OF OPTIMISM 


UGENE MEYER, JR., Managing Director of the 
War Finance Corporation, on February 13 made the 
following statement: 

“Corn is now selling at country elevators in Nebraska 
and Iowa at 40 cents a bushel as against 20 cents four months 
ago. Hogs command a good market, and reports indicate 
that farmers are getting the equivalent of 80 to 90 cents for 
corn that is marketed on the hoof. The market for sheep is 
stabilized. They are selling in large quantities and at prices 
considered satisfactory to growers and feeders. The cattle 
market is no longer demoralized; the breeding herds are 
being held; the young stock is no longer being sacrificed; 
and the feeding and fattening business is proceeding in good 


volume and with fairly satisfactory returns. There is 4 
broad market for wool and hides at good prices. The grain 
markets are showing a good consumptive demand. The 
movement of cotton has been much larger this season than 
last year, and the prices are much fairer to the producers. 
The large cotton co-operative marketing organizations have 
demonstrated their ability to conduct their business on 4 
sound basis and have proved to be a stabilizing factor. 

“All this means that the farmer is being put in position 
to liquidate his debts gradually and that his normal put 
chasing power—so vital to the commercial, transportation, 
and industrial interests—is being restored.”

The 
meeting then adjourned to Hildebrecht’s Restaurant and 
talked much of the excellency of the fawn and whites bet- 
ween mouthfuls, 

The afternoon meeting was called to order about 2.30 and 
two very interesting reels were shown. Guernseys of the 
best type appeared on the screen and the officers and building 
of THe American Guernsey Catr_e Cius. Karl Musser 
then spoke on organization, with a wise insistence on living 
within one’s means and a repeated warning that though 
talk was good, work was appreciably better. 

Mr. Cleveland followed, giving an outline of the proposed 
organization of New Jersey and urging the necessity of a 
field man if only on part time, such a man having been made 
possible by the enthusiasm and generosity of the State Dairy 
Department. He asked that the meeting express their 
views but leave the final decision to the Executive Board. 
General debate followed. 

The election of officers for 1922 was as follows: president, 
Dr. James E. Russell; vice-president, Elmer Neice; secretary- 
treasurer, Mrs. F. K. Stevens. Executive Committee, E. T. 
Gill, Charles D. Cleveland, J. L. Hope, Professor William 
Regan, A. F. Bradley, and R. L. Benson. 

The first executive committee meeting of the association 
was held at the Trenton House, Trenton, on January 26. 
On request of Dr. Russell, the president, they adjourned to 
his country place. All members were present, with the excep- 
tion of the vice-president, Elmer Neice,. who was unable to 
come on account of illness. 

The meeting was called to order by Dr. James E. Russell. 
The first matter considered was the employment of a field 
man, William Nulton being the proposed candidate. Pro- 


he offered much help in the form of rooms 
for meeting, desk, and so forth, for a 
field man. It was decided that a field man was necessary for 
the growth of the organization. A salary, plus expenses, 
was finally decided on for part time for the ensuing year, 

A special committee, consisting of Charles Cleveland, E. 
T. Gill, J. L. Hope, and J. Lawrence Benson, was formea for 
collecting necessary funds, the present list of members being 
so Inaccurate as to make it impossible to form a just estimate 
of the association’s resources. It was decided to send out 
letters for renewal of membership; also special letters for 
gratuities. 

The committee voted for four regular meetings and as 
many additional meetings as the president of the associa- 
tion deemed necessary. It was decided that all presidents 
of county organizations shall automatically become members 
of the state executive board and be informed of all its meetings. 
Mr. Cleveland, the former secretary, transferred his books 
and balances to Mrs. F. K. Stevens. 

On account of the cut in the national appropriations for 
tuberculosis eradication, the secretary was instructed to 
write, in the name of the association, to our Representatives 
in Washington, urging Congress to make every effort to 
increase the funds for this very necessary work. The secre- 
tary was also instructed to write to Trenton, urging the 
passage of the State Appropriation Bill for the same purpose 
now under consideration. 

At luncheon, which followed the morning meeting, and at 
the subsequent meeting, ways and means were discussed 
and the next quarterly meeting called for the end of April, 
the exact date to be announced later, to take place at Coventry 
Farm, Princeton, Mr. Benson’s country place. 

Préjects for the ensuing year were also discussed, as follows: 
the foundation of bull associations, the foundation of calf 
clubs, encouragement of Federal testing. the exhibition of 
county herds at the state fair, the bringing together of buyer 
and seller.

pion as well as the second cow in class BB. Her pre- 

vious record of 508.94 pounds of butter fat in the 
three year old division made her the state champion in 
class E and her present record qualifies her for state cham- 
pionship in class BB, by a liberal margin. She is the eleventh 
daughter of King of Medfield 15434 to qualify for the Ad- 
vanced Register. 

Beauty of Chicona 65537 weighed about 1100 pounds at 
the time she completed her record. 

The first calf in the double letter record was a heifer, 
dropped on November 29, 1920; the second calf was a bull, 
dropped on December 15, 1921. Both of these calves were 
sired by Langwater Traveler 38325. 

KING OF MEDFIELD 15434, the sire of Beauty of 
Chicona 65537, represents the King of the May-Hayes 
Rosie cross, being sired by Imp. King of the May 9001, 
and is out of Imp. Hayes Rosie 3d 15477. The King 
of the May-Hayes Rosie cross has produced some of the 
best animals of the breed and it is not surprising co learn 
that three of this bull’s daughters have made over 600 
pounds of butter fat. These daughters are Hermosa of 
Chicona 60832, California Questa Queen 47988, and Beauty 
of Chicona 65537. 

In an article concerning Langwater Heroine 49483, F. 
Lothrop Ames has this to say about the King of the May- 
Hayes Rosie cross. “She is bred to produce, being a daugh- 
ter of Langwater Hayes Rosie 24200, which has a record of 
13410.2 pounds of milk and 645.50 pounds of butter fat. 
This has been demonstrated to be great producing blood, 
and it is rather interesting to see how the production has 
been handed down from generation to generation. Imp. 
Hayes Rosie 15476 had two Advanced Register daughters, 
namely, Langwater Rosie 21333 with 724.23 pounds of but- 
ter fat, which is the dam of Rose of Langwater 24204 with 
751.62 pounds of butter fat, which is the dam of Langwater 
Charity 38605 with 721.54 pounds of butter fat, making 
four generations of 700 pound cows, which I believe is not 
equaled in any other family of the breed. The other Ad- 


oe OF CHICONA 65537 is a double state cham- 


vanced Register daughter of Imp. Hayes Rosie 15476, Lang- 
water Hayes Rosie 24200, the dam of Langwater Heroine 
49483, while not producing quite as much butter fat as Lang- 
water Rosie 21333 has the distinction of producing a better 
daughter, namely, Langwater Heroine 49483. The King of 
the May descendants in the female line from Imp. Hayes 
Rosie 15476 appear to be one of the best branches of the 
family, and at the present time Langwater Heroine 49483 
seems to be the best animal in this group.” 

Mr. Gile states that Beauty of Chicona 65537 was never 
off feed and she came through the test in better shape than 
when she entered the test. The calf dropped about two 
weeks after concluding the test was a fine, healthy bull, in- 
dicating that she did not make the record at the expense of 
her offspring.

In order to obtain the best prices for Guernseys, Advanced 
Register records are almost indispensible. This fact has 
been well illustrated in practically every Guernsey sale held 
since the Advanced Register became well established. A 
study was made of twenty-eight sales held during the year 
1921 and the data in the following tables summarize the 
findings:

It will be noted that in 1921 Advanced Register cows 
sold for more than twice as much as was paid for females 
without Advanced Register records and without Advanced 
Register dams, and that daughters of Advanced Register 
dams sold for $122 more than the daughters of untested 
dams. The average of $295 for females without records and 
whose dams have no records can be attributed to some 
extent to Advanced Register records elsewhere in the pedi- 
grees of these animals. 

According to these statistics, an Advanced Register 
record placed on a foundation cow in the average breeders’ 
herd would increase the value of her progeny by about $125, 
and the cow herself will double in value. It has been esti- 
mated that the cost of placing an Advanced Register record 
on a cow ranges from $50 to $160, depending on the number 
on test, therefore, it is apparent that investments in Ad- 
vanced Register work return liberal margins of profit. 

THe AMERICAN GUERNSEY CaTTLe has endeavored 
to surround its Advanced Register work with every precau- 
tion possible in order to insure the accuracy of the data and 
in order to maintain the public confidence in the results of 
the tests. The Advanced Register rules require regular 
tests every month and also automatic retests within fifteen 
days if any regular inspection shows a yield of butter fat 
above certain standards. In order to further safeguard the 
work, the CLus has adopted a policy of conducting special 
or check tests in case the production is especially high. The 
governing body has never hesitated to immediately inves- 
tigate any case of irregularity and has been very ready to 
disapprove of any record found to be inaccurate. It is the 
determination of those in charge that the work shall be 
carried on in a manner that will give the Advanced Regis- 
ter for Guernsey cattle the best possible standing. 


132 APPROVED 
RECORDS 


In this issue of the JouRNAL are published a total of 132 
approved Advanced Register records, a number which has 
not been equalled in any previous JouRNAL. In addition, 
six bulls are reported as having automatically entered the 
Advanced Register. 

Twenty of the cows have exceeded their requirements 
by 100 per cent. or over, twenty-six records were made in 
the double letter classes, thirty-five were made with one 
day tests, four were:made with one and two day tests, and 
three are Class Leader records. 

The highest single letter record reported was made by 
Cilla M. 45875 that produced 17088.80 pounds of milk and 
868.20 pounds of butter fat in class A. The highest double 
letter record reported was made by Beauty of Chicona 
65537, whose record in class BB is 13563.7 pounds of milk 
and 742.69 pounds of butter fat. The statement concern- 
ing Sylvia of Frankland 64380 could not be included in the 
Class Leader stories in this issue, although she has been 
given tenth place in class B. The detailed statement con- 
cerning the breeding and production of this cow will appear 
in the next JOURNAL. 

On February 1, 1922, a total of 1774 Guernsey bulls had 
qualified for the Advanced Register. A Guernsey bull enters 
automatically into the Advanced Register when two of his 
daughters enter the Advanced Register. 


THE 
NEW YORK 
CAMPAIGN 


New York as the Empire State of the Union has many 
times distinguished herself in undertakings unique in their 
form and application but it is doubtful if in live stock organ- 
ization work she or any other state has accomplished so 
much and received so high a standard of support as in her 
campaign among the Guernsey breeders for raising funds 
to employ a field man. Up to February 9, thirteen meetings 
had been held. Most of these were 100 per cent. meetings,— 
meetings in which every breeder has supported the plan. 
In fact, at twelve meetings the plan has received support 
to the last man. Only six of the 147 breeders who have at- 
tended meetings have refused to support the work. The 
membership on February 11 numbered 141 and the amount 
raised up to that date was approximately $3000. Seven 
new county Guernsey breeders’ associations had been formed 
since the campaign was started. 

While attending the various meetings, the secretary of 
the state association is listing all females for sale in order 
that the inquiries for cattle may be answered in the most 
satisfactory manner. 

On several occasions those in charge of the campaign 
have been told that Duchess County has but very few Guern- 
sey breeders. After the counting had been made at a din- 
ner held in Poughkeepsie on February 7, fifteen breeders 
were found to be present and after hearing the story of the 
campaign every one of these men signed the contract. They 
saw the need of a county organization too and elected 4 
committee to perfect such an organization. The members 
of the organization committee are, Lewis Allen, Staatsburg, 
president; William B. Hall, Clinton, secretary; and Roscoe 
Teator, Upper Red Hook, third member. After this com- 
mittee has prepared a constitution and by-laws they will 
call a meeting for the formation of a permanent organiza- 
tion. 

Fourteen Guernsey breeders living near Albany and io 
adjoining counties met on February 9 and formed the Cap- 
itol District Guernsey Breeders’ Association. This group 
of breeders with the assistance of County Agent Crittenden 
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and George M. White, secretary of the New York Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association, formed a temporary organization, 
and before the day was over the permanent body was formed 
with fourteen members enrolled. The officers are: Amasa 
Slingerland, Delmar, president; Ed. B. Meade, Delmar, 
vice-president; and Fred G. Schiffendecker, Selkirk, secre- 
tary-treasurer. This section of New York State has few 
Guernseys yet it has some of the leading herds of the coun- 
try. February 9 will go down in the history of Guernseys 
as the day when Guernseys got their impetus to forge to 
the front in the Capitol district. This same group of breeders, 
with the exception of one man who is selling out and plans 
on less activity in Guernsey circles, joined in the support of 
a field man fund for New York State. 

At Cobleskill, New York, on February 10, Guernsey 
breeders met in the Farm Bureau office to discuss with George 
M. White of the New York Association and Karl B. Musser 
of Tut AMERICAN GUERNSEY CaTTLe Cuus, the feasibility 
of a field man for New York State. All breeders present 
supported the work and showed their further interest by 
forming a temporary organization for Schoharie County. 
M. B. Rickard, Middlebury, was elected chairman and H. B. 
Brandow, Middleburg, secretary. The third member 
elected to assist in preparing a constitution and by-laws is 
Grover C. Eckerson, Cobleskill. An organization meeting 
will be called in the near future when the permanent officers 
will be elected. Schoharie County has the oldest herd of 
Guernseys in New York State and C. A. Lamont, the present 
owner, though confined at his home, joined the association.

been brought into the Hoosier state 
througn these calf clubs and the popu- 
larity that they have won together 
with the enthusiasm that the youth- 
ful calf club breeders have added to 
the older Guernsey breeders have 
been important factors in the rapid 
progress that the Guernsey cow is 
making in Indiana.

The first daughter 
of Glenburnie Galore 34286 to be 
tested, Masherlette of Harbor Hill 
2d 96653, made a world’s record in 
class FF and his first three daughters 
averaged 574 pounds of butter fat 
with their first calves. 

In his new work Mr. George will 
not be intimately connected with the 
breed promotion work in the state 
but through his connection with 
Georgeland Farm we will hear more 
from him in the future.

these men was held in Chase City the 
same day, inasmuch as a_ small 
crowd were notified at the milk station 
that morning. This meeting was held 
at the Agricultural Building of the 
High School and although poorly 
attended, it was an interesting one. 


W. C. McGowan of the State Ag- 
ricultural College, showed an inter- 
esting and instructive set of slides on 
“The Selection of Dairy Cows” 
which he explained step by step and 
with these slides went into details of 
this subject. They clearly showed the 
points of good conformation in dairy 
cows and of bad conformation, the 
effects of-good and bad feeding, the 
outline of wedges in good dairy ani- 
mals and why the milk veins were 
important to observe. 


W. W. Fitzpatrick, Southern Field- 
man of THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
CaTTLE was then introduced 
and he told of the progress of that 
breed in the South and then he spoke 
of the breeders’ obligation to his 
chosen breed, both in regard to better 
feeding and better development and 
to a more systematic plan of breeding 
and of culling. 


He said that the owners of young 
stock should seek to have them weigh 
800 pounds by the time they first 
freshened, and that a small cow would 
never be as profitable as a larger one 
and that a heifer well fed and de- 
veloped, should give 70 per cent. as 
much milk as she would give as a 
mature cow. He stated that he could 
place a train load of grade Guernseys 
of proper breeding, size, and type now 
if he could find them and he urged the 
farmers to pay more attention to 
their good grades. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick made a plea to the 
farmers to study their cows more 
and try to correct their weaknesses 
by proper matings with bulls that did 
not show these faults, and to follow 
fixed lines of breeding to produce 
animals of the desired type. He said 
that-one of the best ways to do that 
was to exchange sires if they were of 
the same general breeding 

He said that three things were es- 
sential to be a good breeder, the man, 
the sire, and the feed, and that if the 
owner was a close student of his busi- 
ness and had a good sire and was 4 
good feeder, that this man would make 
a success. 

He urged the farmers to attend the 
State Dairymen’s Convention and the 
Guernsey meeting to be held in Char- 
lottesville, February 15 and 16. “He 
also urged that the farmers should 
try and decide as quickly as possible 
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as to sending a County Herd to Rich- 
mond to the State Fair this year. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick always is heartily 
welcomed in Mecklenburg for he al- 
ways makes a pleasing impression 
on all the farmers. 

E. G. Smith then followed with a 
splendid talk on the feeding and de- 
velopment of animals, which was very 
practical.

Wellville Guernsey Farm Notes 


Business is rushing down in old 
Virginia. There is a great demand for 
our “Guernsey Milk” in Richmond. 
There ought to be as it tested 5.2 
per cent. in December. The adver- 
tising up till now has been done by 
the distributor but as it makes pro- 
ducers of milk and bluejohn sore to 
see Guernsey milk being advertised 
and sold at a higher price, the dealer 
has requested that in the future the 
Guernsey milk be advertised in the 
name of the producer and that it in- 
struct prospects to ask the Virginia 
Dairy Company for “Guernsey Milk.” 
This at first does not appeal to some 
of the producers but is really as it 
should be. It will build up a goodwill 
for the producer and put the name of 
his farm on the map. 

Of course it leaves the burden of 
building up the demand on the shoul- 
ders of the producer and makes him 
peculiarly responsible for the quality 
of his product. This, however, is 
only modern business practice. Peo- 
ple are learning to buy advertised 
goods more and more and any brand 
that has been associated with quality 
and square honest dealing will soon 
become valuable as a trade asset. 

We have not long had our herd 
reestablished in Virginia so have not 
got things going at full swing yet. 
Our land has been worked in corn 
and tobacco for so many generations 
that all the “humerus”, as a neighbor 
called it, has been burnt out. This 
caused our crops to be short last year 
leaving us with an empty hayloft and 
silo before February. We expect to 

ave seventy-five acres of “new 
grounds” cleared by next fall for a 
pasture,

in the county, as many tons of this 
counterfeit butter have been sold 
annually. 

A Guernsey booster trip was re- 
cently taken by about fifty Guernsey 
breeders. The herds of Lloyd Run- 
dell, George Graham and Sons at 
Roberts and L. E. Hageman and Sons 
at Hastings, Minnesota, were inspect- 
ed. The herd sires at these places 
received special attention, most of 
the men realizing that a good sire is 
half the herd. The herd sire at Flor- 
idale Farms was an impressive animal 
well worthy to head such a herd. Their 
leading cow at present is Adell of 
Burnham Beach 72792, a daughter of 
Imp. McKerrow’s Herald Governor 
30404 that has a good chance to be- 
come a Leader in class DD. Lloyd 
Rundell has a cow, Imp. Lily of St. 
Croix 46684, that is also completing 
a record in class DD, which places 
her well towards the top. 

The herd of O. R. Schwalen hardly 
needs mentioning, being composed as 
it is of Advanced Register daughters 
of Bell Buoy of Linda Vista 19430. 
A point noticed and most favorably 
commented upon at these farms was 
the absence of forcing in Advanced 
Register work. The records have 
been made in stanchions, many in 
double letter classes, and reflect more 
truly the real ability of the cow than 
when the cow is forced, perhaps ruined. 
Not only will large records be sought 
when herd sires are chosen, but rec- 
ords made under conditions more 
nearly approaching the conditions on 
the average Guernsey farm.
